Production In Canada of radio ap¬ 
paratus Including- sets, parts and bat¬ 
teries reached a total value of $5,548,- 
859 In 1925, according to a recent 
statement Issued by the Canadian 
Government bureau of statistics at 
Ottawa. Six plants In Canada were 
engaged solely In the manufacture of 
radio sets or parts, nine other con¬ 
cerns made sets and parts in conjunc¬ 
tion with the manufacture of other 
electrical Apparatus and 12 of the 
manufacturers of batteries In Canada 
reported an output for radio pur¬ 
poses.

German Army Officers Taken 

Prisoners By Russians Refuse To 
Be Repatriated 

More than two hundred former Ger¬ 
man army officers and men, taken pris¬ 
oners by the Russians during the war 
and exiled to Siberia, like the frozen 
wastes so well that they refuse to 
come back. 

This is revealed In a statement of 
the German Government which denied 
reports that the Soviet Republic was 
detaluing the Germans in Siberia 
against their will. 

Since 1923, the statement continues, 
the government has offered each exile 
free transportation back home. ‘ In 
three years only fifty have taken ad¬ 
vantage of the offer; while two hun¬ 
dred and sixteen have become Russian 
citizens.

The North Pole Is international ter¬ 
ritory, and no nation could make an 
individual claim to it, Roald Amund¬ 
sen, the Norwegian explorer, said In 
response to a question put by the 
Aften Pesten, of Copenhagen. He had 
received the following from the news¬ 
paper: 

“Was it Peary, Byrd or Amundsen 
who annexed'the North Pole? 

' Amundsen replied: 

“The Norwegian expedition proved 
the North Pole not to be situated on 
land, but on a sea, and as the Arctic 
Ocean has been proved to be inter- 
' national, no individual nation, Nor¬ 
way, the United States nor any other, 
could say it had annexed the North 
1 Pole."

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When. 'Canada launched a Vigorous 
"open door" Immigration policy at the 
beginning of the present century, we 1 
made our first, and only, great stride j 
in settling the west. We succeeded 
chiefly because we attacked our prob-1 
leni Intelligently and at the “flood 
tide.” European countries, surfeit¬ 
ed with population, were groaning un¬ 
der dire economic pressure, and our 
"free farm" propaganda carried a 
•pedal appeal to the landless masses 
there. 

It took the world the better part of 
ftnlf a million yeart to reach a popula¬ 
tion of 760 millions up to the year 
1800. Food bad normally been 
scarce and this near-starvation con¬ 
ation-had acted as a powerful brake 
on natural Increase according to 
well known economic laws.

This, coupled with thf Increased 
mechanization of agriculture, relieved 
the pressure and automatically led to 
the most spectacular Increase In world 
population that history records. With¬ 
in one brief century, during the latter 
part of which the world wallowed In 
cheap food, population doubled, reach¬ 
ing 1,500 million in 1900. With Euro- 
peun population at-the very peak, Can¬ 
ada garnered her human harvest copi 
parativel.v easily. But the day of easy 
colonization accomplishments Is now 
over. 

A new era has dawned.' There are 
no more^vlrgin worlds to conquer in 
temperate zones. The day of cheap 
food is definitely past, and presently 
the earth will only be made to yield 
more abundantly through the expen¬ 
sive and laborious process of inten¬ 
sive cultivation. Prof. Hast, of Har¬ 
vard. after painstaking investigation, 
tell us that iC the same fantastic 
birth rate hlionld by any chance con¬ 
tinue, the world would be oil the 
verge of- actual starvation by 1960!

The present story of the Spokane 
Inscription is said to relate the heroic 
wanderings of a bund of 24 Norse Vik 
Ings with seven women, one of whom 
was carrying a small baby, travelling 
“from east to west in 1010." 

Exhausted and thirsty, they came to 
the spring beside the trail and camp¬ 
ed. A party of Indians came along, 
found the Norsemen and Immediately 
attacked. 

The record is supposed to tell how 
the party put the woman and baby on 
top of the great volcanic bould r and 
then stood at the base and fought the 
Indians. Twelve of the Norsemen 
were killed. Two were captured. 
Six of the women, also, were taken 
prisoners, while the woman, with the 
baby in her arms, was thrown from 
the boulder and killed. 

Later on, six of the survivors return 
ed to (lie spring and the scene of the 
battle. There they dug a grave near 
the rock and burled their diad. The 
stone, marking the burial mound, Is 
said to be plainly \isible yet, and dig 
ging operations may even be predicted. 


Lured To North Country 


Scientists Seeking the Nesting Retreat 
Of the Blue Goose 

Along the shores of- Hudson's Bay, 
Dr. George M. Sutton, of Harrisburg, 
Pa., head of the educational bureau of 
the state game commission, In com 
puny with W. Clyde Todd, curator oi 
birds of Carnegie Museum, and John 
B. Semple, of Sewlckley, are trying to 
find the nesting place of the blue 
goose. The expedition will be gone 
for three months, for which time Dr. 
Sutton was granted a leave of ab¬ 
sence without pay. 

The trip is financed by Mr. Semple 
and, while other information may be 
obtained and various rare specimens 
secured, the men were lured into tlie 
north country by the call of the blue 
goose. It is a migratory bird spend¬ 
ing the winters in the south and go¬ 
ing north for the summer. So far, 
Seth E. Gordon, of the state game 
commission, said scientists have been 
unable to find its nesting place.

Maxican Government Decree Makes 

Holding of Services Very Difficult 

Foreign chuhches in Mexico Are fac¬ 
ed with the necessity of abandoning 
services and one American minister is 
reported ready to give up his work and 
return to the United States following 
promulgation of a now religious de¬ 
cree by the Mexican Government. 

The decree, with few exceptions, de¬ 
fines penalties for offences against 
the state by clerymen and other re¬ 
ligious workers. The lists of acts 
which will be looked upon as offences 
had been given out to the churches 
previously. It makes holding of serv¬ 
ices extremely difficult. 

Both the United States and British 
diplomatic- representatives In Mexico 
City are expected to make efforts 
to gain for their nationals the privl- 
lege of holding services. The Brit¬ 
ish legation has a religious clause in a 
treaty with Mexico made In 1888 and 
probably will try to have the clause 
upheld. Mexico, how-ever, already 
'has denounced the treaty and as It 
expires In December, it may be of llt- 
jtle help to British religious workers. 

One clause of the decree dissolves 
certain religious orders, and protests 
j over this particular ban are regarded 
as certain*. Some minor religious or- 
j ganizations already have filed pro- 
1 testa.

Voters’ Lists To Be 
Prepared In The Same 
Manner As Last Year 


Ottawa, in answer to an inquiry as 
to tlie voters lists which would be used 
for i Ik* general election, the chief 
electoral officer said toclaj : ‘ The pro¬ 
cedure for the preparation of lists will 
be exactly the same as that followed 
at the general election last year. The 
Dominion Elections Act does not pro¬ 
vide for the use of tile former Do¬ 
minion lists except ut by-elections, 
when these are hold within two years 
after a prior Dominion election in the 
same electoral district. Indeed no 
other rule could be adopted, since to 
prepare the necessary copies of all the 
Rats which would be required at a 
general election would take nearly 
three months. This difficulty was re¬ 
ferred Jt) iu my report presented to 
the House of Commons last January.” 

It ls understood that the procedure 
In all provinces except Prince Edward 
Island, Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
■will bo tiiat tin? provincial lists will ( 
be used as a basis for Ihe preparation 


of those to be used fft the Dominion 
election. In rural polling divisions 
tlie provincial lists will be corrected, 
names being struck out and added by 
tlie rural registrars as circumstances 
require. in uiban polling divisions 
all tlie names on the provincial lists 
will he transferred to the Dominion 
lists and in addition the urban 
registrars will add tlie names of those 
voters who apply personally for regis¬ 
tration or on whose behalf application 
Is made by a relative or employer 
when the voter is ill or away from 
home. The preliminary lists thus 
prepared by urban registrars will be 
corrected by revising officers who will 
he either local judges or substitute re-j 
vising officers they nominate. In 
Prince Edward Island, Saskatchewan 
und Manitoba the procedure will be 
tlie same as in tlie oilier provinces ex¬ 
cept there will probably be no provin¬ 
cial lists available for use as a basis 
for tlie work of tlie registrars.

A Total of \42 Stations Now Operating 
Throughout Canada 
TIion good work of the Illustration 
stations operating under the Dominion 
experimental farms continues and Is 
extended as circumstances permit. In 
Ids report covering the live eastern 
provinces the chief supervisor (Mr. 
John Fixter) states that In Prince Ed 
ward Island eight such stations are In 
operation, in Nova Scotia thirteen, in 
New Brunswick the same number, In 
Quebec 38, and In Ontario eight. In 
the gost there are nine in Manitoba, 23 
in Saskatchewan, sixteen In Alberta 
and fourteen In British Columbia. The 
whole makes a total of 142. In the 
report the cost of growing each crop 
at each station Is given. The grow¬ 
ing of crops for seed is increasing In 
importance, the surplus seed being 
sold at moderate prices. Last year 
in this way the sales totalled 28,846 
bushels of seed grain, 3.D04 bushels of 
potatoes and 7,600 pounds of grass and 
clover seed. Considerable attention 
Is given to the care and Improvement 
of poultry. Neighbors In the different 
districts are supplied with high-class 
stock and good hatching eggs. Last 
year tho stations that are well estab¬ 
lished sold 484 pure bred pullets, 676 
cockerels and 987 settings of eggs. Ef¬ 
forts are also made to Induce Improve¬ 
ment In the herds and many of the 
farmers are keeping dairy records. At 
one Rtatlon la Quebec where the aver¬ 
age production of the year 1923 was 
5,509 lbs. of milk It Is now 9.377 lbs 
Better feeding and care and the Intro¬ 
duction of pure bred bulls are having 
their effect. In a section of Western 
Quebec where a pure bred animal was 
a rarity 16 to 19 operators now have 
pure bred sires at the head of their 
herds.

The physical traits of the wha\p. 
this queer "fish." which Is no more 
ft fish than a bat Is a bird, but a pla¬ 
cental mammal with "blowholes" for 
nostrils, liny holes for visible ears, 
eyes as relatively tlnv as an elephant’s 
— the Leviathan which gives birth to 
an 8-ton. 25 ft. baby and an occasional 
iw-in. arc known to most, says the na¬ 
tural resources Intelligence service of 
th»* department of the Interior at Ot¬ 
tawa 

The naturalists who have classified 
whaley differ somewhat in their defini¬ 
tion ot the smaller and less common 
aperies, and owing to the vast extent 
of ocean and the popping up of all 
kinds of whales in all seas, differ still 
more as to their abiding places.

About 1870 the Canadian whaling 
Industry had begun on the Pacific 
coast. In 1905 it was reported that 
1,000 to 1,200 whales u year were be¬ 
ing killed in the Pac ific reglou within 
range of British Columbia lu the 14 
years, 1910 1921, the average catch of 
whales by the Canadian fleets on the 
coast has been 574, the first five years' 
average being 908, and the last five 
387. The average value of products 
has bene between lour and five hun¬ 
dred thousand, dollars.

Experiment With a Legume Crop 
Plowed Under As Green Manure 

An experiment conducted at the 
Brandon. Man., experimental farm, re¬ 
lative to green manure is of special 
Interest. In the experiment a legume 
crop ploughed under as grqen mao* 
uro, and rotted barnyard manure disk¬ 
ed lu during the fallow' year were 
compared with the bare fallow. The 
fallowed plots were ploughed under 
early in May and again when the crop 
had reached the required stage of de¬ 
velopment for ploughing under. The 
sweet clover was sow'n with the oat 
crop the previous season and plough¬

Statistics given In the annual re¬ 
port for 1925 of the superintendent 
(Mr. M. .1 Tinline, B.S.A.) show the 
three year average of the yield of 
wheat following treatment to have 
been: Sunumrlullow, 33 bushels 47 
lbs.; peas seeded 2 bushels per acre 
ploughed under early July, 33 bushels 
7 lbs.; sweet clover ploughed under 
early when 18 to 20 Inches high, 36 
bushels 20 lbs.; summerfallow, 12 
tons rotted manure, disked In in Sep¬ 
tember, 35 bushels 53 lbs.; summer- 
fallow 35 bushels 33 lbs. 

The average results of a somewhat 
similar experiment conducted at the 
Brandon farm from 1912 to 1922 show 
cd that ploughing under tares or peas 
either In early or late July during the 
fallow’ year was a decisive factor In 
reducing the yields of the subsequent 
grain crops as compared with the bare 
fallow’. 

Although he does not regard the 
results so far as definitely conclusive, 
Mr. Tinllne says that it Is fairly cer¬ 
tain that the sweet clover land has 
outyielded the mauured fallow by ap¬ 
proximately one half bushel of wheat 
per acre and the bare fallow by a 
bushel and forty pounds per acre on « 
three-year-average. lie adds that 
comparing sweet clover and peas an 
green manure crops the results so 
far are quite definitely in favor of 
sweet clover.

British Empire Cancer Campaign I 
Publishes Annuel Report 

The annual report of the Ilrltlsh 
empire cancer campaign gives the re¬ 
sults of the investigation* by the 
workers at the Cancer Hospital into 
the causation of cancer. 

It was found that cancer producing 
tars and j>arafflno were largely those 
which had been heated In manufacture 
to a very high temperature. Some¬ 
things occurs at these high tempera¬ 
tures which effect a change In the sub 
| stances subjected, to them and endow 
jtliem with a mysterious cancer-produo- 
ing power. 

| So far, no light has been thrown on 
i the nature of this change. There 
! seems to be very little In the idea that 
| tar produces cancer because of or by 
i means of the arsenic contained in It. 

! Tho workers at the Cancer Hospital 
believe that they have disposed of the 
idea that the presence of one cancer 
, protecta/ngalnst the growth of others, 
i They have not so far been able to find 
any support for the virus theory of. 
cancer causation as propounded last 
year by Dr. Gye. 

| Dr. Lumsden's researches at the 
Lister Institute are declared to be of 
the most promising character. He 
has obtained, an antiserum which 
causes cancers in rats to disappear, 
but he has found It impossible to 
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Extend Area For Buffalo 
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Range In Northwest Territories in¬ 
creased By 6,500 Square Miles 

Tho great area of natural buffalo! 
range partly in the Northwest Terri 
tories and partly In Alberta, known as 
Wood Buffalo Park, has just been In 
creased by the addition to its south j 
ern portion of 6,500 square miles. The 
park now extends 175 miles from north 
to south and 150 miles from east to 
west at Its widest point, with a total ! 
area of 17.000 square miles. 

This added area, It is stated, con 
tains some of the best buffalo graz 
ing lands in the north. A number of 
animals from the 1,634 shipped, north 
in the summer of 1925 from Buffalo 
National Park at Wainwright spent a 
portion of last winter in this locality, 
returning north to the main herd in 
the spring. These animals were nor 
molested while outside the park 
boundaries, but as the supervision of 
the wardens Is more complete when 
within established limits it was 
thought advlseable to extend the park 
'to take in this eminently suitable ter¬ 
ritory. 

Provision has been made in the park 
regulations to permit Treaty Radians, 
who hunted other game in that area 
in the past, a continuation of that 
privilege, and to allow those half- 
breeds and. whites, who have in the 
past hunted and trapped in the recent¬ 
ly added portion to continue as hereto 
! fore under permit from the park 
superintendent. The molesting of 
the buffalo in any way is of course not 
permitted.

ings. The returns were handed to 
the newspapers as soon as received, 
and conveyed over Canadian Press 
wires. In five constituencies the en¬ 
tire work of compiling all returns was 
handled by the telephone department.
